The indications which emetic medicines 
are capable of fulfilling, may be derived 
from the three tollowing ſources. 


1. From their producing agitation of 
the body. Hence they may be employed, 


a. To reſtore uniform circulation.

c. To remove obſtructions in the ſan- 
guiferous ſyſtem. 


2, From their producing evacuation by 
vomiting. Hence they may be uſed,

From the degree 
of effect they produce, they are preferable 
where leſs conſiderable changes are wanted, 
and where it is more particularly neceſſary 
to regulate the preciſe degree of change.— 
They may be adapted to any habit; but

the conſtitutions in which they are chiefly 
preferable to others, are the plethoric and 


infirm. 


3. EMETICA CALEFACIENTIA. The 
individuals reduced to this order, fromtheir 
nature, are not extenſively applicable as 
emetics. They are chiefly employed when 
it is intended an emetic effect ſhould be 
combined with a topical ſtimulus to the 
From the degree of effect 


ſtomach. 


they produce, they are fitted for 
flight changes only.—The conſtitutions to 
which they are principally adapted, are 
the delicate and debilitated. 


4. ENMETICA NARCOTICA. Theſe, as 
having been but little employed, are ſtill 


in a great meaſure unknown. They would 
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ſeem applicable where a peculiar affection 
of the nervous ſyſtem is wanted. From 


the degree of effect they produce, they are 
fitted for the higheſt changes: But they 


can never with prudence be employed in 
ſuch doſes as to produce any conſiderable 
change. They are admiſſible in thoſe con- 
ſtitutions only, where there is no high de- 
gree of irritability in the nervous ſy- 


ſtem. 


VII. 

The cautions to be obſerved in the em- 
ployment of emetics, as derived from their 
nature, chiefly reſpect, The agitation of 
the body which they occaſion ; The in- 
creaſed celerity of the pulſe attending their 
operation.— The conditions of the ſyſtem 
which chiefly require attention in their 
employment, are, Infancy; Old Age;

CATHARTICA AD STRINGENTIA. The 
individuals referred to this order, are, 
from their nature, capable of anſwering 


many purpoſes for which cathartics are 


employed; but are ſeldom preferable to 


other orders, unleſs where it is neceſſary to 
conjoin an aſtringent with a purgative ef- 
fect. From the degree of effect they 
produce, they may be employed, where a 
very confiderable change is wanted ; at the 
ſame time, they are capable of being a- 
dapted to ſlight changes. The conſti- 
tutions in which they are particularly pro- 
per are, the lax ; the irritable ; and thoſe

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CATHARTICX NARCOTICA. The in- 
dividuals referred to this order, from

4. DAPRORETICA ANTISPASMODICA. 
The individuals referred to this order 
are, from their nature, chiefly fitted for 
theſe purpoſes to be anſwered by diapho- 


retics, as changing the mode of circulation; 


but frequently they cannot, with advantage, 


be employed to remove cauſes impeding 


the flow of blood through the veſſels on 
the ſurface : Taken by themſelves, they 
are but little adapted for fulfilling theſe in- 
dications to be anſwered by diaphoretics, 
from their action as evacuants ; but, when 
conjoined with others, they may frequent- 
ly be employed with great advantage in 
this way,—From the degree of effect they 
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produce, by themſclves, they are fitted for 
{light changes only; in combination, for 
the higheſt changes. The condition of the 
ſyſtem in which they are chiefly preferable 
to others, is, when, although the momen- 
tum of the blood be increaſed, no diapho- 


reſis takes place. 


5. DAP HORETICA DILUEN TIA. The in- 
dividuals referred to this order, are, from 
their nature, but little adapted for changing 
the mode of circulation, and are by no means 
calculated for producing evacuation; they 
ſeem to be chiefly uſeful for promoting the 
action of other diaphoretics.—From the de- 
gree of effect they are capable of producing, 
they can be employed only where flight 
changes are wanted. The conſtitutions in

2. EpISPASTICA VESICANTIA. The indi- 
viduals belonging to this order are, from 
their nature, adapted for all the indications 
to be anſwered by the claſs: They are par- 
ticularly preferable to all others where e- 
vacuation is ſuddenly wanted. From the 
degree of effect they produce, they may be 
employed where the higheſt changes are 
requiſite: They will ſcarce admit of bein 
adapted to thoſe caſes where very flight 
changes only are proper. The conſtitu- 
tions to which this order of epiſpaſtics are 
chiefly adapted, are the ſerous for phleg- 
matic, thoſe in the prime of life; and thoſe 
who are affected with acute diſeaſes, 
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EPISPASTICA SUPPURANTIA. The in- 
dividuals referred to this order are, from 
their nature, adapted to fulfill thoſe indica- 
tions which may be anſwered by a change 
in the determination of the blood : They 
are frequently of remarkable ſervice for di- 
miniſhing the impetus of the blood in parts 
morbidly affected. They may alſo be 
uſed with advantage to diminiſh a morbid 
increaſe of action in neighbouring veſlels, 
if a conſiderable effect be not ſuddenly re- 
quired. They may be uſed likewiſe for 
ſome purpoſes to be anſwered by evacua- 
tion: They are not adapted to diminiſh 
the quantity of circulating fluids ; but they 
may be of ſervice for evacuating ſerous ac- 
cumulations ; they are chiefly of uſe for 
this purpoſe, when theſe are deep ſeated, 


or in their nature ſuch, that they cannot be

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eaſily ated upon. —The conſtitutions to 
which they are adapted in preference to o- 
ther epiſpaſtics are, the aged; the irritable; 
and thoſe labouring under chronic com- 


plaints.

The indivi- 
duals referred to this order, are, from 
their nature, well fitted for thoſe indications 
which ſialagogues can fulfill by producing a 
change in determination. In ſome degree 
alſo, they are fitted for the purpoſes of eva- 
cuation : But, with theſe intentions they are 
rarely preferable to the interna. From the 
degree of effect they produce, they are fit- 
ted for the higheſt changes in determina- 
tion: But for inconſiderable changes only 
in point of evacuation. They are, howe- 
ver, employed for the purpoſes to be an- 
ſwered by this means, where evacuation 1s 
ſuddenly wanted, or where the continu- | 
ance of it would be pernicious.— The con- 


ditions of the ſyſtem to which this order 
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are chiefly adapted, in preference to the in- 
terna, are, weak, delicate, and exhauſted 
habits. £ 


2. SIALAGoGA INTERNA, The indivi- 
duals reduced to this order are chiefly a- 
dapted for the indications which ſialagogues 
are capable of fulfilling by producing eva- 
cuation. As changing determination, they 
are well fitted to promote free circulation 
through the ſalivary glands: But they can- 
not be employed to diminiſh the impetus of 


the blood againſt neighbouring parts. 
From the degree of effect they produce, 
they are univerſally preferable, where the 
moſt conſiderable evacuation is wanted. 
They are likewiſe beſt fitted for the moſt 
permanent change of determination. 
The conſtitutions in which this order can 
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with greateſt ſafety be employed, are the 


ſtrong and vigorous.

The cautions to be obſerved in the em- 


ployment of ſialagogues, as derived from 


their nature, reſpe& chiefly : The ſtimulus 
they occaſion to the ſalivary glands and o- 
ther neighbouring parts: The time requi- 
red by the ordet of interna for the produc- 
tion of evacuation : The difficulty, per- 
haps, in ſome caſes, the impoſſibility, of 
exciting ſalivation by means of the interna: 
And the debility induced in the ſyſtem 
from exceſſive evacuation.— The conditions 
of the ſyſtem chiefly requiring attention in 
their employment, are: Old age: Conſti- 
tutions habituated to ſialagogues: Peculi-

From the 
degree of effect they produce, they are 
| preferable to topical bleeding, where the 
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moſt conſiderable and moſt ſudden changes 
are required —The conſtitutions to which 
they are principally adapted, are ; the ro- 
buſt ; the plethoric ; and thoſe in the prime 
of life. | 

ToricaL BLEEDING. —The individuals 
referred to this order are, from their na- 
ture, beſt adapted for thoſe purpoſes which 
may be anſwered by blood-letting from 
changing the mode of circulation, They 
may however be likewiſe uſed in ſome 
caſes for thoſe indications which blood-let- 
ting is capable of fulfilling, by changing 
the ſtate of motion in the blood, and by di- 
miniſhing its quantity. From the degree 
of effect they produce, they may be uſed 
where the higheſt changes in determination 
are requiſite : And are frequently preferable 


to general bleeding in thoſe caſes in which

” dicines which poſſeſs a power of pro- 
moting that periodical diſcharge of blood 
by the uterus which, from the laws of the 
oeconomy, ſhould take place in certain con- 
ditions of the female ſyſtem. |

From the employment of emmenagogues 
the following di rect effects are produced : 
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They ſtimulate the whole circulating ſyſ- 
tem. They ſtimulate, in a particular man- 
ner, the veſlels in the neighbourhood of the 
uterus z and this effect ſeems, in ſome de- 
gree, to be communicated to the veſſels of 
the uterus themſelves. They occaſion a

2, EMMENAGOGA STIMULANTIA, The 
individuals referable to this order, are, 
from their nature, fitted for fulfilling indi- 
cations derived from both ſources. As 
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changing the mode of circulation, they 
are well adapted for promoting an. accu- 
mulation in the veſſels of the uterus, and 


for removing obſtructions to the paſſage 
of blood into its cavity; but are ſeldom 


preferable to the irritantia, tor promoting 
tree circulation in the neighbouring veſ- 
ſels. As acting upon the ſtate of the ani- 


mated ſolid, they are often uſeful for in- 


i creaſing the tonic power of the ſyſtem in 


general. But are never applicable for re- 
moving ſpaſmodic ſtricture taking place on 
the veſſels of the uterus.—From the degree 
of effe& they are capable of producing, they 
may be employed for conſiderable, but gra- 
dual changes only.—The conſtitutions in 


which this order are preferable to others, 


are torpid, and chlorotic habits. 


3. EMMENaGoGa Toxics, The indi- 
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viduals -referred to this order from their 
nature, are but little adapted for thoſe in- 
dications which emmenagogues are capable 
of tulfilling, by changing the mode of cir- 
culation. They are well calculated for 
ſome of thoſe purpoſes to be anſwered by 
an action on the animated ſolid ; and they 
are, in general, preferable to other emme- 
nagogues for increaſing the tonic power of 
the ſyſtem when morbidly diminiſhed, — 
From the degree of effect which, in this 
way, they are capable of producing, they 
; may be employed where the higheſt changes 
are requiſite, —The conſtitutions to which 
they are chiefly adapted, are, the lax ; and 


phlegmatic. 


4. EMMENAGOGA ANTISPASMODICA,— 


The individuals reduced to this order are, 


from their nature, principally calculated to 
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obviate a particular ſtate in the uterus. The 
chief purpoſe to which they are adapted, 
is the removal of a ſpaſmodic ſtricture ta- 
king place on its veſſels. With this inten- 
tion they may be employed where the moſt 
conſiderable changes are requiſite.— The 
conſtitutions to which they are more eſpe- 
cially ſuited. are, the delicate; the weak; 


and the irritable. 


LXXIX. 


The cautions to be obſerved in the em- 
ployment of emmenagogues, as derived 
from their nature, chiefly reſpect: The 
conſequences of a cure, if puſhed too far: 
The irritation occaſioned to the inteſtines :*

tem. The conditions of the ſyſtem which

LXXXI. 
B Y anthelmintics are meant thoſe me- 


dicines which, without endangering 
the life of the patient, are effectual in pro- 
| curing the removal of worms lodged in 
the human body. 8 


LXXXII. 
The direct effects ariſing from this claſs 


of medicines are intended to be exerted 
only on the worms themſelves ; but there 
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are, at the ſame time, few, if any medi- 

cines, which, when employed with this in- 
tention, do not alſo produce ſome effect 
on the animal body: To enter upon the 
conſideration of theſe, however, would be 
foreign to this claſs. As anthelmintics, 
they produce the following effects. They 
kill worms to which they come to be ap- 
plied in the body. They expel them from 
the body. They prevent their generation 
in the body. | 


ELXXAIL 


It was above alledged, that the dire& et- 
fects occaſionally taking place in the human 
ſyſtem from the different articles reterred 


to this claſs, could not, with propriety, 
come under confideration when theſe are 


conſidered merely as anthelmintics. In 
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like manner, the only changes here to be 
conſidered, are thoſe which ariſe from their 
action upon the worms themſelves. Theſe 
are the removal of an almoſt infinite variety 
of different ſymptoms, which worms occa- 
ſion while they are lodged in the body.

To kill worms lodged in different parts 
of the human body. 


2. From their action on the ſyſtem. 
Hence they may be uſed, 

a. To promote the expulſion of worms 
from the body, whether dead or alive. 

5. To prevent the generation of worms 
in the body. 


Theſe indications may be illuſtrated and 
confirmed from practical obſervations con- 
cerning the uſe of anthelmintics in caſes of 


Atrophia, Diarrhoea, and Vomitus.

The principal circumſtances regulating 


the choice of orders in the claſs of anthel- 
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mintics, may be deduced from the follow- 


ing obſervations concerning each: 


I. ANTHELMINTICA VENENOSA. The 
individuals belonging to this order, from 
their nature, are chiefly fitted to Kill 
worms. Their power of producing this 
effect is not deſtroyed by the action of the 
primae viae. Hence they are often prefe- 
rable when theſe inſects are entirely out of 
the inteſtinal canal. From the degree of 
eftect they produce, they are fitted to an- 
ſwer this purpoſe in the moſt obſtinate ca- 
ſes.— The conſtitutions to which they are 
principally adapted, are: Strong and robuſt 
habits : Thoſe in the prime of life: And 
thoſe with a degree of torpor in the alimen- 


tary canal. 


2, ANTHELMINTICA LUBRICANTIA 
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The individuals belonging to this order are, 
from their nature, alſo adapted to Kill 
worms: They are, however, fitted only to 
fulfill this indication when theſe inſects are 
lodged in parts of the body in which they 
can be immediately applied to them, with- 
out being greatly expoſed to the action of 
the ſyſtem. From the degree of effect they 
produce in this way, they are fitted only for 
leſs obſtinate caſes.— The conſtitutions to 
- which they are principally adapted are, re- 
duced extenuated habits, and thoſe in 
whom there occurs an abraded ſtate of the 
alimentary canal, attended with uncommon 


ſenſibility. 


3. ANTHELMINTICA Toxica. The in- 
dividuals belonging to this order are like- 
wiſe, from their nature, chiefly adapted ſor 
thoſe indications which anthelmintics are 
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capable of fulfilling by their action on the 
ſyſtem. They may ſometimes be employ- 
ed to promote the expulſion of worms from 
the body. But they are chiefly of uſe to 
prevent their generation,—From the de- 
: gree of effect they produce, they are fitted 
for thoſe caſes only where the ſlighteſt 
changes are requiſite, and are chiefly em- 
ployed as a firſt remedy. The conſtitu- 
tions to which they are principally adapted, 
are: Children: Thoſe of delicate habits: 
And thoſe with a relaxed ſtate of the inte- 


ſtinal canal. 


4. ANTHELMINTICA CATHARTICA.— 
The individuals belonging to this order are, 
from their nature, chiefly adapted to ex- 
pell worms from the body. Many indivi- 


duals referred to the order, may, however, 


be alſo uſed tö kill worms. From the de- 
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gree of effect they produce, they may be 
employed for the ſlighteſt, as well as moſt 
conſiderable changes in the expulſion of 
worms. As killing worms, though leſs 
powerful than the mineralia, yet they will 
often ſucceed in caſes where the oleoſa 
have failed The conſtitutions in which 
they are chiefly uſeful are: Strong and 
ro habits: Thoſe in the prime of

The individuals belonging to this order, 
are, from their nature, chiefly adapted to 
thoſe caſes where it is neceſſary to conjoin 
antiſeptic with antiſpaſmodic powers.—From 
the degree of effect they are capable of pro- 
ducing, they are fitted for thoſe caſes in 
which conſiderable and ſudden changes are 
requiſite — The conſtitutions to which they 
are principally adapted are irritable ha- 
bits, 
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CXXXV. 

The cautions to be obſerved in the em- 
ployment of antiſeptics, as derived from 
their nature, chiefly reſpect the other ac- 
_- tive powers which they combine with an 
antiſeptic property. Hence they apply, 
not to the whole claſs, but to particular 
orders. They will therefore, with greater 
propriety, fall to be conſidered elſewhere: 
With regard to the whole claſs, attention 
is chiefly neceſſary to the celerity with which 


their antiſeptic effects are produced. The

The 
individuals belonging to this order, as well 
as the former, may likewiſe, from their na- 
ture, be employed for anſwering indica- 


tions referable to all the ſources : As af- 
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fecting the circulation, they are chiefly uſe- 
ful to augment its force where morbidly 
weak. As acting on the power of ſenſa- 
tion, they may be employed to quicken 
the ſenſes, and to rouze the mental facul- 
ties when in a lethargic ſtate. As affect- 
ing the moving fibres, they may be uſed 
both to reſtore and ſtrengthen motions.— 
From the degree of effect they produce, 
they are applicable where the higheſt and 
maſt ſudden changes are requiſite; but 
they can ſeldom be truſted for producing 


permanent changes. The conſtitutions to 


which they are chiefly applicable are: The 
torpid: And thoſe with whom effects are 
principally requiſite over the whole ſyſtem. 


3. STIMULANTIA CAaRDTAcA. The in- 
dividuals reduced to this order are, from 
their nature, chiefly uſeful as affecting the 
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powers of ſenſation ; they are particularly 
preferable to others for exhilarating. a de- 
ſpondent condition. As affecting the circu- 
lation, they are often applicable for aug- 
menting its force when morbidly weak. 
From the degree of effect they are capable 
of producing, they may be adapted both 
for flight and conſiderable changes. The 
conſtitutions in which they are chiefly of 
uſe, gee: Debilitated habits : And thoſe 


of a melancholic temperament.

The circumſtances claiming attention in 
the employment of antiſpaſmodics, which 
reſpe& either the nature of the medicine 
itſelf, the condition of the patient in whom 
it is uſed, or the neceſſary regimen, are 
different according to the particular order 
which is employed. They will eaſily be 
underſtood from what has already been 
ſaid of ſtimulants and ſedatives conſidered 


as ſeparate claſſes.

There is, perhaps, no condition of the 
body which will contra- indicate the uſe of 
every individual referred to the claſs of 
antiſpaſmodics. But the ſame morbid con- 
ditions, which have already been mention- 
ed, as contra- indicating the uſe of ſtimu- 
lants and ſedatives, will likewiſe contra -· indi- 
cate the orders of antiſpaſmodics denomina- 
ted from theſe claſſes.
